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COMPANY MEETING 
THE EASTERN BANK 


MR. J. S. HASKELL’S REVIEW 


The Twenty-second Annual General Meeting of the share- 
holders of the Eastern Bank, Limited, was held, on March 23, 
at the office of the bank, 2 and 3, Croshy Square, London, E.C. 

Mr. J. S. Haskell (the chairman), presiding, said :—The past 
year, aS you are aware, has been the most difficult and perhaps 
the most eventful in the history of banking, industry, and 
commerce within living memory. A number of adverse circum- 
stances coming upon the world in rapid succession, both in the 
economic and political spheres, paralysed business and created 
one critical situation after another. Commodity prices, which 
showed some resiliency at the beginning of the year, began to 
shrink again. Then followed the German crisis and the heavy 
withdrawals of gold from this country, culminating in our going 
off the gold standard, a 6 per cent. Bank rate, and a heavy fall 
in security values. 


PROFITS AND DIVIDEND 


Although our working profits were in fact a little higher than 
in the previous year, it cannot be a matter of surprise that, in 
the abnormal circumstances which prevailed, the bank should 
incur certain losses. The profits, including the balance brought 
forward from the previous year, amounted to £169,291 19s. 
Subject to your approval, we propose to allocate £20,000 to the 
reserve, bringing it up to the round figure of £500,000, to pay 
a final dividend of 3s. per share, less income tax at 3s. 10.305d. 
in the £, after allowing for Dominion relief, making 6 per cent. 
for the year; to set aside £55,000 for contingencies, leaving 
£34,291 19s. to be carried forward. All losses have been fully 
met out of the contingency fund. 


VALUATION OF INVESTMENTS 


You will observe in the balance sheet that our investments 
show a depreciation of £298,730 8s. between the book values and 
the market quotations on December 31 last. Among these 
securities a considerable portion is short dated, any deficiency 
in which will be automatically made up at maturity. Generally, 
the fall was not justified, and was more the result of the 
panicky feeling prevailing at the time; there was bound to be a 
reaction before long, as has been the case. Your directors, 
therefore, did not consider it necessary to make a special alloca- 
tion from the reserves. <A valuation at the end of February last 
shows that the depreciation has been reduced to under £90,000, 
and if current prices are taken into consideration, the amount 
of depreciation is less than £25,000. 

Further, in the balance sheet you will notice that our accept- 
ances have dropped to £886,341 19s. 3d., against 
£1,529,206 16s. 6d. in 1930, reflecting the contraction of business. 
Bills receivable are also £237,000 lower. Loans payable show a 
decrease of £359,000 as compared with the previous year, thus 
evidencing the liquidity of our position. The other items call 
for no special comment. 


REDUCED INDIAN EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 


India, apart from its own local troubles, such as political 
agitations and the boycott, was also affected by the repercussions 
of the events in Europe and the continued fall in world com- 
modity prices. Trade and general business remained in a 
distressed state for the greater part of the year, and imports 
and exports to and from this country were reduced to a very 
low ebb. Owing to the shrinkage of values of all produce, there 
was a lack of purchasing power and the economic depression 
caused serious embarrassment to the finances of the Indian 
Government, necessitating an increase in taxation and Customs 
Duties. These conditions continued until the abandonment 
of the gold standard by Great Britain in September last, which 
changed the whole situation. India, which for the last few 
years had been an importer of gold to the extent of about 
£13,000,000 annually, became a large exporter owing to the high 
premium obtainable, the advantage of which was speedily 
recognised. Since September 21 there has been a steady efflux 
of gold, amounting in the aggregate to about £44,000,000. 

The exchange position, which had become very critical, was 
soon rehabilitated, and the value of the rupee advanced from 
ls. 53d. to Is. 64d. The Government of India were thus 
enabled not only to purchase sterling for their home require- 
ments, but to pay off the £15,000,000 loan which fell due at the 
beginning of this year. 


TRADE POSITION 


As regards trade, the following figures will show how it was 
affected by the low prices and lack of buying power in India 
and abroad. Imports of merchandise declined to £101,700,000, 
against £138,500,000 in the previous year, and exports totalled 
£127,100,000 as compared with £192,800,000 in 1930. Included 
in the above figures, imports of cotton goods from the United 
Kingdom have dropped from £14,800,000 to £6,200,000. The

COMPANY MEETING 


GRAND UNION CANAL 
BACK TO CANAL TRANSPORT 
MR. W. H. CURTIS’S STATEMENT 


The annual meeting of the Grand Union Canal Company was 
held yesterday at 5, Lloyd’s Avenue, E.C 

Mr. W. H. Curtis (the chairman), in the course of his speech, 
said :—Gentlemen,—I hope you will appreciate the significance 
of the results of our last half-year’s working. You have before 
you every day in the Press some reference to the present terrific 
competition between our rivals—rail and road. This competition 
has had the effect of lowering transport rates in every direction. 
In the face of all this fierce competition we are able to increase 
our revenue from the canal for the last half-year over that of a 
year ago, which was before the present world-wide depression 
had begun to be felt throughout every form of industry. 

And so it will go on. Those canals who have made efforts to 
put themselves in order will reap the benefit of their very low 
transport costs. It is a common idea that canals represent a form 
of transport which has become obsolete. There could not be a 

reater mistake. Canal transport will, by the invention of the 
internal combustion engine, as applied to the modern power- 
driven barges, have an opportunity for its fullest development 
when the improvements which the company are carrying out are 
completed, and thus it would appear that the history of trans- 
port in the country has come round full circle—back to canal 
transport. 

For several years now the waterways belonging to this com- 
pany have been drastically overhauled. ‘The banks are being 
rendered proof against the wash of power-driven craft, the depth 
of the water has been increased, locks and bridges improved, and 
much else done to make the canal fit for the great traffic it is 
destined to carry. When finished, not only will the capacity of 
the canal be greater, but the cost of upkeep will be much less. 
When the works contemplated by the new capital scheme are 
finished, the company will be in possession of a waterway linking 
the chief Midland towns and coal-fields to the Metropolis, pro- 
viding a means of transport at a cost which will be much less 
than any other method. When one realises the importance of low 
transport cost to the export trades, it is not surprising to learn 
that the facilities the company will have to offer to the Midland 
manufacturers are likely to be taken advantage of to a very 
large extent. 

It has been a handicap to this country for some time that the 
ports have not had the backing of an efficient canal system to 
the same extent as their Continental rivals. Another point 
should be mentioned, along 280 miles of waterway there are 
innumerable sites suitable for factories. The modern manufac- 
turer, recognising the great advantage of canal transport, is 
tending more and more to build on the banks, thereby adding 
greatly to the company’s business. 

You will notice that it is found convenient by both our rivals 
to omit all mention of canals, and we can imagine why. The 
traffic originating on all the canals of the country was, in 1930, 

-13,235,784 tons, and, as I estimate that that is about one-fifth of 
what they could carry if they were all judiciously brought up to 
date, no wonder they both wish to consign canals to oblivion. 
The plain facts are that traders who, in effect, originate a 
demand for transport are entitled to insist that the canals, being 
far and away the most economical form of transport, must be 
developed and used to their fullest capacity in order to decrease 
as much as possible traders’ production and transport costs. 


PROSPECTS OF INCREASED BUSINESS 


With our costs so low new traffic is bound to come to us, and 
when trade gets over its troubles we can confidently expect 
increased business. I do not think it can be called undue 
optimism if we count on getting back to 1928 or pre-amalgama- 
tion figures in a short time. When we do that, we shall be in 
a position to distribute about £25,000 extra to stockholders. 

If we can double the million odd tons of traffic carried on our 
Grand Junction Section in the year 1928 at the same average toll 
of about Is. per ton, and it should not cost us any nfore to 
convey it, a simple mathematical calculation will show how 
much our ordinary stockholders will benefit by the patience 
they have displayed during the progress of development. It 
will give us, in fact, another £50,000 more to distribute. 

New traffic in 1931 brought us in over £2,000 increased 
revenue. It is interesting to note that traffic originating on 
our then 240 miles, which can hardly be displaced by our rivals, 
in 1931 amounted to 1,870,718 tons, against 1,693,905 tons in 
1930 on railway-owned canals, with a length of about 900 miles, 
When trade gets better this must automatically increase, and 
when our latest purchases in Leicestershire are brought into a 
good condition we have trade offered to us in that direction 
which is likely to be of large dimensions. 

Our dredging campaign has resulted in barges of 86 tons 
being able to go through from Brentford to Willesden on our 
Paddington Arm. This compares with 65 tons before the amal- 
gamation. te 

The report was unanimously adopted, and a final dividend at 
the rate of 15s. per cent., making a total dividend of £1 5s. per 
cent. for the year, was declared on the capital stock of the 
company. 





At a subsequent extraordinary meeting resolutions were passed 
creating and sanctioning the issue of £500,000 5 per cent. re- 
deemable debenture stock to be designated “ Grand Union 
Canal Development Loan No. 1” and £400,000 6 per cent. 
preference stock.

(v) A copious index is provided and the volume is 
divided into appropriate sections by means of a 
thumb index. 

(vi) Cross references to former enactments consolidated 
in the Act of 1918 are shown in the margin of 
that Act which, with Tables of cross references, 
constitute a guide to the original sources of the 
present law. 


The volume contains Tables showing rates of Income 
Tax from the year 1894-95 and the rates of Sur-tax (or 
Super-tax) from the year 1909-10, and all Statutory Rules 
and Orders in force in regard to Income Tax and Sur-tax 
(or Super-tax).

Retail Trade in February (Page 438) 


A smaller decline, in comparison with the corre- 
sponding month of last year, occurred in the money 
value of sales during February than was recorded for 
January, or for the second month of 1931, as against 
February, 1930. Central and West End London 
showed, for the first time since March 1931, the 
smallest percentage decrease of any district. A 
general feature was the heavy fall in the sales of boots 
and shoes. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 440) 


Coal output in France, the Saar, Germany and the 
United States was lower in January than in any 
month of 1931, in only five months of which was 
United Kingdom production above that of January, 
1932. The average daily output of pig iron was less 
in France, Luxemburg and the United States than in 
any month of 1931 or 1930. The total tonnage of 
crude steel produced was smaller in France, Luxem- 
burg and Germany than in any month of 1931; the 
United Kingdom showed larger production than in 
seven of the twelve preceding months.

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RETAIL TRADE IN FEBRUARY 


COMPARISON OF 1932 WITH 1931 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
Retail Trade which are being prepared by the joint 
efforts of the Incorporated Association of Retail Dis- 
tributors and the Bank of England, there is given on 
the opposite page a table showing the relation of sales 
in February, 1932, to those in the corresponding month 
a year earlier. These sales figures are compiled from 
statistics contributed by a number of departmental 
stores, retail co-operative societies and concerns operat- 
ing multiple retail shops. In addition, figures are given 
comparing the value of the stocks held, and also the 
number of persons employed, at the end of February, 
1932, with those of a year earlier; these figures do not 
cover the co-operative stores. February marks the com- 
mencement of the new financial year for the majority 
of the contributing firms, and this month’s table, there- 
fore, includes no cumulative totals of sales. 


The money value of retail sales reported for 
February showed a decline of 4-5 per cent. as compared 
with February, 1931. This decrease is smaller than the 
figure recorded for January, which was 5:6 per cent., 
and also smaller than the decline, 6:1 per cent., which 
was registered for February, 1931, in comparison with 





February, 1930. To what extent this smaller decline 
may have been due to the extra day in February, 1932, 
cannot be estimated with any degree of precision. 


The decline in February was shared by all districts, 
the decrease varying from 2:1 per cent. in Central and 
West End London to 62 per cent. in Scotland. In the 
comparison of February, 1931, with February, 1930 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 26, 1931), Central and 
West End London was the district where the decline 
was most severe (8-9 per cent.), while Scotland showed 
a relatively small decrease of 2:1 per cent. The statis- 
tics available do not yet permit an exact comparison 
with periods other than the same month of the pre- 
vious year, but in a general sense the figures for 1931 
compared with 1930, and for 1932 compared with 1931, 
supplement each other, and the relatively large de- 
crease for Scotland and small decrease for Central and 
West End London shown by the latest returns may be 
associated with the opposite results shown by the 
returns of a year ago. This is the first month since 
March, 1931, in which Central and West End London 
has been the district to show the smallest percentage 
decrease. 
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SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 


The changes in the main categories of trade are more 
varied than those reported in recent months. Food and 
perishables decreased by the same proportion (4°7 per 
cent.) for February as was reported for January. In 
this month, when there is a greater seasonal decline in 
the sales of clothing and materials than in foodstuffs, 
gales of food and perishables amounted to about three- 
fifths of the total sales reported. Three categories, 
hardware, fancy goods, and sports and travelling, 
showed increases, but the contribution of these sections 
to the aggregate value of sales is relatively unimportant. 
In each, the decline in February, 1931, as compared 
with a year earlier, was greater than that shown by the 
general average for all classes of goods. 


The only department for which sales decreased 
seriously is boots and shoes, the decline being 13°1 per 
cent. for Great Britain as a whole and exceeding 10 per 
cent. in every district. While the mild, dry weather 
has undoubtedly had an effect in reducing purchases of 
footwear throughout the country it has apparently not 
affected all districts to the same extent. A year ago all 
districts outside London had sales in excess of the pre- 
vious February (in Scotland by as much as 7°8 per 
cent.), but in London declines of 10°1 per cent. and of 
30 per cent. were recorded this year for the central 
and suburban areas respectively. London therefore

area where stocks were materially below those at the 
same date a year ago, and in the case of Scotland there 
was an increase of 1-4 per cent., this being the first 
time since the records started that an increase in the 
value of stocks as compared with a year earlier has 
been recorded for any district. This increase may, per- 
haps, be associated with the large decline in stocks in 
Scotland recorded for February, 1931, as compared with 
1930. Hardware, fancy goods and fancy drapery all 
showed a rise in the value of stocks and each of these 
also showed a rise in stocks for the end of January. 
The heaviest decreases were 4°6 per cent. in women’s 
wear fashion departments and 4-5 per cent. in sports 
and travelling.

From the above table it will be seen that in January 
the aggregate output of coal in France, the Saar 
District, Germany and the United States was lower 
than that in any month of 1931. The January total 
for Belgium was in excess of the monthly aggregates 
of 1931 in May, November, and December only, and 
that for Poland in excess of the May aggregate only. 
In the case of the United Kingdom, on the other hand, 
higher aggregates than that for January were recorded 
in 1931 in January, February, March, October and 
December only. 

For the six foreign countries whose output is shown 
in the table, the aggregate output in January, 1931, 
slightly exceeded the average monthly output in 1930, 
four of the six countries showing such an excess. 
The aggregate output in these countries in January, 
1932, was less than the average monthly output of 
1931 in each case, and the aggregate deficiency ex- 
ceeded 12 per cent. In the case of the United King- 
dom, while the output in January, 1931, was less than 
the monthly average of 1930 by over 5 per cent., the 
output in January, 1932, was somewhat greater than 
the average monthly output recorded in 1931. 

A comparison of the January aggregates with 
those of a year earlier shows the following percentage 
decreases :—United States, 28:9; Germany, 24:5; 
Poland, 21:6; France, 17-5; Saar District, 171; 
Belgium, 12-8; and United Kingdom, 2:6. 

From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany, Poland, and 
the United States, it is estimated that the average 
daily outputs of coal in January, 1932, and in Decem- 
ber, September, June, and January, 1931, were as 
follows :—

From the above table it will be seen that the average 
daily output of coal was smaller in January than in 
December in all the countries except Belgium, where 
there was an increase. For Belgium it may also be 
noted that higher averages were recorded during 1931 
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in May and June only, and during 1930 in January, 
February, November and December only. In France 
and Germany, on the other hand, the January average 
daily rate was smaller than in any month of 1930 or 
1931. In Poland the average daily tonnage produced in 
January, 1932, was smaller than that in any month of 
1931, except May, while, as compared with 1930, lower 
averages were shown in that year in each of the months 
from March to July. The average daily production of 
bituminous coal in the United States in January was 
smaller than that in any month of 1930 or 1931; this 
also applies in respect of the daily output of anthracite, 
except that in July, 1931, a somewhat smaller daily 
production was recorded than that for January, 1932. 

The stocks of coal at pithead in the Saar District, 
Belgium, Germany and Poland at the end of January, 
1932, and December, September, June, and January,

The stocks of coal at pithead at the end of January in 
the Saar District, Belgium, German Western Upper 
Silesia, and Poland, showed increases as compared 
with December; in the Ruhr and German Lower Silesia 
some reduction of stocks was recorded. The increase in 
production in Belgium in January, as compared with 
December, was less than the reported additions to pit- 
head stocks during the month. As compared with a 
year earlier, stocks at the end of January were con- 
siderably higher in the Saar District, Belgium and 
Poland; in Germany reductions of stocks in the Ruhr 
and Lower Silesia more than offset an increase in 
Western Upper Silesia.

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In France, Luxemburg, and the United States, the 
January rate of pig iron output, as measured by the 
average daily tonnage produced, was smaller than in 
any month of 1931 or 1930. In Belgium, the Saar Dis- 
trict, and Germany, the January output exceeded that 
in December, but, with that exception, the average 
daily production was lower than in any month of 1931. 
In the Saar District and in Germany the January rate 
was also lower than that of any month of 1930, but in 
Belgium it equalled the average daily tonnages of 
August and November, 1930, when the lowest rates of 
that year were recorded. In the United Kingdom the 
average daily output during the first half of 1931 ex- 
ceeded that of January, 1932, while during the second 
half of 1931, except in December, the average daily 
output was less than that recorded for January, 1932. 

As compared with a year earlier, the average daily 
quantity of pig iron produced in January, 1932, shows 
the following percentage reductions: United States, 
43-4; Germany, 40°5; France, 37°3; Saar District, 24-6; 
Luxemburg, 183; Belgium, 87; and the United 
Kingdom, 2:1.

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In France, Luxemburg, and Germany, the aggregate 
tonnage of crude steel produced in January was lower 
than that recorded in any month of 1931. In the Saar 
District, lower aggregates than that for January, 1982, 
were recorded during 1931 in November and December 
only, in Belgium in February and December, and in the 
United States in December only. In the United King- 
dom, a larger output was shown in January than in the 
previous month or in the corresponding month a year 
earlier; during 1931, higher monthly aggregates were 
recorded in February, March, May, October and 
November. 


A comparison of the total outputs of crude steel in 
January with those for the corresponding month of the 
previous year shows, for the United Kingdom, an in- 
crease of 6:8 per cent. and for the other countries the 
following percentage reductions: Germany, 483; 
United States, 40°6; France, 37-1; Saar District, 30°2; 
Luxemburg, 15:0; and Belgium, 8:0.

The figures show that the average tonnage of steel 
ingots and castings produced daily in Germany in 
January was lower than in any month of 1930 or 19381. 
In the United States the average daily steel ingot 
output showed a sharp rise in January as compared 
with December, but with that exception it was lower 
than in any month of 1930 or 1931. 


IV. Iron AND STEEL PRICES 


France.—On the inland market the price of phos- 
phoric pig iron was further reduced during January. 
The prices of blooms and billets, after declining in the 
first half of January, subsequently advanced; at the 
end of the month blooms were quoted at 270 francs 
per metric ton as compared with 273 frs. a month 
earlier, and billets at 293 frs. as against 277 frs. 
Sheet bars also became dearer at the end of the 
month. Among the descriptions of finished products, 
large sized angles, at the end of the month, advanced 
from 425 frs. to 500 frs., but thin sheets were reduced 
by 20 frs. to 700-760 frs. for those of 1 mm.-2 mm. 
thickness and to 775-1,212°5 frs. for those under 1 mm. 
The following table shows the inland prices per metric 
ton (f.o.b. producers’ works) in the East of France at

The sterling prices of billets, sheet bars, and mer- 
chant bars for export showed no appreciable change at 
the end of January as compared with a month earlier; 
joists and plates, on the other hand, were cheaper by 
about 2 per cent. As compared with a year earlier, 
prices of sheet bars and merchant bars, measured in 
sterling, were lower in January by between 4 and 5 
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per cent. Billets and plates showed no appreciable 
difference in price, but joists were dearer by about 
2 per cent.

Measured in sterling, the prices of all the above- 
mentioned descriptions at the end of January were 
below those of a month earlier, the reductions being 
greatest in the case of pig iron and plates, which were 
cheaper by about 6 per cent. and 4 per cent. respec- 
tively. As compared with January, 1931, the price of 
pig iron expressed in sterling was higher by about 10 
per cent., and that of joists by 4 per cent.; billets and 
sheet bars were cheaper by 3 per cent., and steel bars 
by 4 per cent. 


United States.—In the pig-iron market, the quota- 
tion for No. 2 foundry at Philadelphia was advanced 
from 15 dollars 51 cents to 15 dols. 64 cts. per ton in the 
first week of January. In the middle of the month, 
however, the prices of the Southern Cincinnati and Bir- 
mingham descriptions were reduced by 1 dol. to 13 dols. 
82 cts. and 11 dols. respectively. Among the descrip- 
tions of semi-products, the Pittsburgh quotations for re- 
rolling billets, sheet bars and slabs were reduced by 
1 dol. to 27 dols. per ton during the course of the month; 
forging billets were reduced from 35 dols. to 34 dols. 
per ton. In the finished steel market, the prices for 
bars, tank plates, and structural shapes at Chicago 
were advanced from 1-60 cts. to 1°70 cts. per lb. in the 
first week of the month. Hot and cold rolled strips at 
Pittsburgh were reduced by 0°05 cts. in the first half 
of the month to 1°40 cts. and 1:90 cts. per lb. respec- 
tively; hot-rolled annealed black sheets at Pittsburgh 
and Chicago were reduced by 0°10 cts. to 2°15 cts. and 
2:30 cts. per lb. respectively at about the middle of the 
month.

EXCHANGE POSITION IN CAPE VERDE 
ISLANDS 


In a recent report from the British Vice-Consul, 
Saint Vincent, Cape Verde Islands, it is stated that 
since the falling off in the supply of dollars from the 
United States there has been a persistent shortage of 
gold or sterling. 


In the northern group of islands the supply of 
sterling is fairly constant, but less than it was a few 
years back. ‘The source of supply is the sterling ex- 
changed by the British companies to pay in escudos 
their various taxes, salaries and wages. 


The tax receipts from fuel have varied little in spite 
of the trade depression, as the sale of oil fuel has so in- 
creased as to more than counterbalance the drop in coal 
sales, but as coal employs at least ten men for every 
one employed in oil to bunker the same tonnage, the 
wage bill has dropped considerably in the last two years. 


Merchants are, however, able to obtain exchange, 
although there is not sufficient to meet all requirements. 
Much exchange business is transacted otherwise than 
through the bank at higher rates. The local rates move 
in sympathy with Lisbon, and are generally within a 
few decimal points of the Lisbon rates, plus or minus 
the cost of transfer. 


tegarding the southern group of islands, the United 
States dollar is the stabilising coin, and has been for 
many years the medium of exchange. These dollars are 
received by friends and relatives of men who have 
emigrated from these islands for short periods or 
settled in the United States. 


The amount received in the past was considerable, 
and during that period these islands had a gold surplus. 
In 1927, 630,000 dollars were received ; in 1928, 475,000, 
and in 1929, 335,000; no figures are available for 1930, 
but the number is stated to be small. There was one 
large influx in or around November, 1931, when approxi- 
mately 20,000 dollars arrived from the United States. 

These dollars, plus probably some dollar savings, 
were collected by the bank in Praia (Banco Nacional 
Ultramarino) and so placed that bank in a position to 
remit sterling. 

It is understood that exchange resources are likely 
to be adequate for several months, but that, unless there 
is a further influx of dollars after that period, difficul- 
ties may again be experienced in providing sufficient 
exchange cover.

OFFICIAL RECOGNITION 


The Board of Trade have awarded a piece of plate to 
Captain Thomas Jones, Master of the s.s. ‘‘ Wild 
Rose ’’ of Liverpool, in recognition of the services dis- 
played by him, as described below, in rescuing the sur- 
vivors of the s.s. ‘‘ Opal ’’ of Glasgow, which foundered 
off Land’s End on September 4, 1931. 


On the afternoon of September 4, 1931, the cargo steam- 
ship ‘‘ Opal ’’ was off Land’s End when she took a list from 
which she did not recover. A northerly gale was blowing 
and a rough sea was running, and, when the vessel was about 
three miles south-west of the Longships, the stokehold became 
flooded and the engines stopped. At about 4 p.m. distress 
signals were hoisted, but by this time the ‘‘Opal’’ was on 
her beam ends and, her lifeboats having been washed away, 
the one passenger and nine members of the crew jumped 
overboard—the Master and the Chief Engineer remaining 
with the ship. Six succeeded in reaching one of the boats 
(which was waterlogged), another reached a second boat, 
while three men supported themselves by clinging to 
wreckage. 


Meanwhile, the s.s. ‘‘ Wild Rose,’’ a vessel of 872 tons 
gross, belonging to Liverpool, which was carrying a cargo of 
coal, had arrived on the scene in response to the distress 
signals. She was manceuvred so that lines could be thrown 
to the ten men who could be seen in the drifting boats or 
clinging to the floating wreckage, and these men were safely 
hauled on board. Very soon afterwards the ‘‘ Opal ” 
foundered and the ‘‘ Wild Rose,’’ despite the Severe weather 
conditions, cruised around for about three-quarters of an 
hour searching for the Master and Chief Engineer of the 
‘‘ Opal.’? No trace of them could, however, be found and 
the ‘‘ Wild Rose’’ proceeded to Newlyn, where the survivors 
were landed. 


The rescue of the survivors of the ‘‘Opal’’ was mainly 
attributable to the qualities of skilful seamanship and sound 
judgment which were displayed in a high degree by the 
Master of the ‘‘ Wild Rose ”’ in manceuvring his vessel in the 
the northerly gale and very heavy seas prevailing at the 
scene of the casualty.

RAINFALL 


Calcutta, March 21.—During the week ended March 20 
rainfall was nearly general and accompanied by thunder- 
storms in Assam on the last day of the week. There were 
light falls of rain elsewhere. 


March 28.—During the week ended March 27 rainfall was 
nearly general in the West United Provinces on two days, 
and on the North West Frontier, in West and East Central 
India, the West Central Provinces and Berar on one day. 
Elsewhere there were few or local falls of rain, with or 
without thunderstorms. 


Crop CoNnDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, March 19.—There has been hardly any rain. The 
condition of standing crops is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, March 21.—It has rained in Orissa, 
Singbhum and parts of Ranchi. There has been hardly any 
rain in the rest of the Province, though rainfall has been 
moderate in Cuttack. Standing crops, including sugarcane, 
are in good condition, but rabi have suffered from want of 
rain in Champaran. 


Punjab, March 14.—Light rain has fallen in parts, except 
in Rohtak, and has proved beneficial to standing crops, the 
condition of which is average to good on irrigated areas 
and below the average to average on unirrigated areas. 
Standing crops have been damaged by hailstorms in parts 
of Lyllpur and Multan. Lightning flashes have damaged 
gram pods in Hissar, and rats are damaging crops in 
Gurgaon. 


Central Provinces, March 14.—The weather has been 
clear and the condition of standing crops is fairly good. 


United Provinces, March 12.—Except for light showers in 
parts of ten districts there has been hardly any rain. 
Damage to crops by rats is reported from parts of the 
districts of Meerut, Aligarh, Bareilly, Cawnpore and Alla- 
habad and damage by hail from the districts of Muttra and 
Agra. Standing crops are doing fairly well; prospects are 
favourable for irrigated areas, but poor for unirrigated. 

Bengal, March 16.—The weather has been dry. Sowings 
of jute and paddy have been retarded by want of rain. 
Reaping of spring crops continues. Standing crops are in 
fair condition, but drought is affecting their growth in 
places. 

Assam, March 28.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturns and prospects are fair.

TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


Imports in February rose by 16 million marks as com- 
pared with the previous month. The greatest increases were 
of wool, + 9 million mks.; raw skins for furs, + 5 million 
mks.; and animal fats, + 5 million mks. Imports from the 
United States and Argentina decreased, while those from 
Great Britain and Switzerland increased. Butter imports 
fell by 4 million mks., in consequence of the raising of the 
Customs duty and the figures show the import of tropical 
fruits down by 4 million mks., but this decline was only on 
paper, the higher figure for January being the result of the 
collection of Customs accounts in that month. The import 
of cotton decreased by 10 million mks. 


Export TRADE 


Exports declined by 4 million mks. as compared with 
January. There were declines in exports of the following 
goods:—Sugar, — 2 million mks.; and iron goods, — 6-7 
million mks. There were rises in the exports of machine 
tools, + 4-6 million mks.; chemical products, + 4-5 million 
mks.; leather, ships, clothing, and underclothing. In bulk 
the exports were actually greater than in January. 


REPARATION DELIVERIES 


Including reparation deliveries, the excess of exports over 
imports in the month under review amounted to 97 million 
mks., as compared with 117 million mks. in January. 


ITALY 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


The Association of Italian Corporations, Rome, reports 
that the preliminary trade figures for January have been 
valued at:—Imports, 723-3 million lire; exports, 526-1 
million lire; leaving a trade deficit of 206-1 million lire, as 
compared with 333 million lire at the end of January, 1931.

SPECIAL OR DUMPING DUTY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 31, page 844, and previous 
notices, H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Montreal re- 
ports, by telegraph, that the “‘ par value of the pound ster- 
ling ’’ for the purpose of the application of the special or 
dumping duty provisions has been maintained by Order-in- 
Council, until June 30, 1932, at the rate fixed by the Order 
of October 23, 1931, viz., 4:40 dollars in respect of goods 
imported from Great Britain entitled to entry under the 
British Preferential Tariff. When, therefore, the selling 
price to the Canadian importer is in sterling, but the amount 
actually paid in Canadian dollars is known at the time of

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 3 (page 324), H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner in India has now forwarded a list of the new 
duties as finally passed by the State Council and sanctioned. 


These differ from the duties which were enforced provi- 
sionally in the following respects :— 


Beer, ale and porter, and all other malt liquors—the 
duty is still further increased from 75 cents to 1-5 
rupees per gallon. 

Manures of all sorts, including castor seed, poonac, and 
refuse of saltpetre—the new duty is reduced from 10 
to 5 per cent. ad valorem. 

Curry stuffs, unwrought metals, milk foods, and refrig- 
erated, condensed, sterilised or powdered milk—the 
new duties are not approved, and these therefore 
continue duty-free. 

Dried chillies and onions—the increased duties are not 
approved, and these therefore revert to the old rates 
of 1} rupees and 20 cents per cwt., respectively.

IRISH FREE STATE 


IMPOSITION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON 
CERTAIN AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copy of an Order entitled 
the ‘‘ Customs Duties (Agricultural Machinery) (Provisional! 
Imposition) Order, 1932,’’ made under the Customs Duties 
(Provisional Imposition) Act, 1931 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
November 12, 1931, page 61] 3), under which Customs duties 
at the rate of 331 per cent. ad valorem (Full Rate) and 
25 per cent. ad valorem (British Preferential Rate) have 


- been imposed as from March 26, 1932, on the undermentioned 


classes of agricultural machinery imported into the Irish 
Free State :— 

(1) Machines and component parts of machines of all 
descriptions (other than machines driven by an 
internal combustion engine incorporated in the 
machine) for use in cutting turnips, mangolds and 
other roots. 

(2) Agricultural machinery (other than machinery 
operated or designed and constructed for operation 
by mechanical power) of any of the following 
descriptions and component parts of any such 
machinery, that is to say :— 

Grass mowers (except lawn mowers) with or with- 
out reaping attachments; wheel rakes; tumbler 
rakes, swathe turners; side delivery rakes; hay 
tedders; hay collectors; hay cars or bogeys; horse- 
drawn agricultural sprayers; chaff cutters; oil- 
cake breakers; ploughs; harrows; horsedrawn 
grubbers ; horsedrawn hoes; corn drills ; dise drill 
cleaners; beet lifters; sowing machines ; horse- 
drawn landrollers ; ‘potato diggers; manure 
distributors. 

The British Preferential Rate of duty will apply only 
to goods shown to the satisfaction of the Revenue Commis- 
sioners to have been consigned from and produced entirely 
in a country or countries within the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. 


NIGERIA 


IMPORTATION OF COPPER TUBING 
PROHIBITED 
Order-in-Council No. 7 of 1932, dated February 23, 1932, 
made under Section 50 of the Customs Ordinance, prohibits 
the import into Nigeria of copper tubing except under

ASSESSMENT OF AD VALOREM DUTIES 


The Customs Duties (Amendment) Ordinance, 1932, 
assented to on February 26, 1932, and effective as from 
February 27, 1932, repeals Sections 4 and 5 of the Customs 
Duties Ordinance relating to the basis for the assessment of 
ad valorem duties on goods imported into the Colony and 
substitutes the following revised Section 4:— 


4. (1) The value of any article, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the amount of the ad valorem duty payable thereon, 
shall be the price which an importer would give for the 
article if the article were delivered, freight and insurance 
paid, in bond at the port of importation, and duty shall be 
wor on that value as fixed by the Collector of Customs and 

xcise. 


(2) The value shall include the value of all packages, re- 
ceptacles, coverings, wrappings, or other packing material, 
and all charges made in respect of packing and preparing 
the article for shipment. 

(3) The importer shall at the request of the Collector of 
Customs and Excise produce the original invoices, and 
duplicates thereof if such duplicates are available, in respect 
of any goods imported into the Colony, and the Collector 
may retain such duplicates or such originals if no duplicates 
are available. 


The repealed Sections 4 and 5 of the Customs Duties 
Ordinance read as follows :— 


4. (1) The cost of goods, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the amount of the ad valorem duty payable thereon, shall be 
calculated, if the goods have been purchased by the importer 
or consignor thereof, on the price charged for the said goods 
by the vendor thereof as verified by the genuine invoice 
of such goods, and, if procured otherwise than by bona fide 
purchase, calculated on the actual market value or wholesale 
price of such goods at the time of exportation to the Colony 
in the principal markets of the country whence the goods 
were imported: Provided always, that the Collector of 
Customs or the proper officer of Customs shall be satisfied, 
in the case of goods alleged to be purchased, of the fact of 
purchase, that the entries in such invoice are true, and that 
the invoice is genuine in every particular, and also, in the 
case of such goods or of goods obtained otherwise than by 
purchase, that the value stated in the entry is a fair market 
value for such goods, at the place and at the time that the 
same were purchased by the importer or consignor thereof. 


(2) No discounts or deductions from the value of any 
goods chargeable with ad valorem duty shall be allowed 
unless such discount or deduction be clearly shown to the 
satisfaction of the Collector or other proper officer on the 
original invoice, or unless the same be verified by the signa- 
ture of the manufacturer, merchant, or person from whom 
the goods set forth or described in the invoice were pur- 
chased and by whom such discount or deduction has been or 
purports to have been actually allowed. 


5. For the purpose of assessing the amount of the ad 
valorem duty payable on any goods imported into the 
Colony, the price or value as ascertained under section 4 of 
this Ordinance shall be converted into British currency at 
the market rate of exchange on the day of arrival of the 
importing ship, and the importer shall pay duty on the value 
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so calculated : Provided that in the case of goods the pro- 
duct or manufacture of a foreign country, the currency of 
which foreign country has depreciated more than 650 per 
cent., the value may, at the election of the Collector of 
Customs, be calculated in British currency according to the 
value of goods of similar character imported from other 
countries. 


The amending Ordinance also provides for the repeal of 
the words in the Second Schedule of the Customs Duties 
Ordinance (Table of Exemptions from Customs Duty) 
‘* Packages or coverings in which any articles are imported, 
and which are, in the opinion of the Collector of Customs, 
the usual or proper packages or coverings ’”’ in so far as 
they refer to goods liable to ad valorem duties.

FOREIGN 


ARGENTINA 
NEW TAXATION MEASURES 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Decree, dated 
January 19, approving a series of measures for the establish- 
ment of new and the modification of certain existing taxes. 
The changes of taxation came into force on January 20 
unless otherwise stated. Some particulars, in so far as they 
affect imported goods, have already been published in the 
“B.T.J.,”’ but a full summary of the Customs and Excise 
modifications, including those already noted, is given below. 
In addition to the taxes bearing directly on goods, the 
Decree deals with income tax, licences, foreign remittances, 
stamp duties, analysis fees, registration of properties, 
charges for passports, etc. 
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Customs DUTIES 


Ten per cent. Surtax.—The surtax of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem which was imposed on most goods in October last 


for a period of one year is to remain in operation until 
December 31, 1932. 


_ Cinematograph Films.—The duty on silent or sound films 
is fixed at 15 gold pesos per kilog. inclusive, no surtaxes 
being payable. 


Rubber.—The valuation of raw rubber is to be reduced 
from 1-60 to 0-20 gold pesos per kilog., and the rate of duty 
reduced from 15 per cent. to 12 per cent.; the valuation of 
purified rubber (elastic) is to be reduced from 2-24 to 0-40 
gold pesos per kilog., and the rate of duty from 47 per cent. 
to 22 per cent.; these two changes will, however, not become 
effective until the 10 per cent. surtax referred to above is 
withdrawn. 


The valuation for motor tyres has been reduced from 3-20 
to 1-60 gold pesos per kilog., the rate of duty (42 per cent. 
including surtaxes) being unaltered. At the same time an 
internal tax has been established, payable on both locally 
manufactured and imported tyres, at the rate of 1-50 paper 
pesos per kilog. 


Excise orn INTERNAL REVENUE TAXES 


Tobacco, etc.—The scale of the internal revenue tax on 
cigars, cigarettes and manufactured tobacco has been re- 
vised and in general increased, as from January 25. Par- 
ticulars of the new taxes may be obtained from the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade. 


Matches and Lighters.—As from January 25, wax and 
similar matches are to pay 13 cts. (paper) for each box con- 
taining up to 35 matches; other matches pay the same tax 
for boxes containing up to 45 matches; higher taxes are pay- 
able on boxes of larger capacity. Petrol and similar lighters 
are to pay 3 pesos paper when sold at a price of up to 
5 pesos paper, the tax for those sold at a higher price being 
6 pesos paper. 


Petrol (nafta).—A surtax of 3 cts. (paper) is to be levied 
on every litre of petrol sold. 


Medicinal Specialities, Toilet Preparations.—A new scale 
of internal revenue duties, to come into force on February lI, 
was prescribed by the January Decree for locally produced 
and imported veterinary and medicinal specialities, cos- 
metics, toilet preparations, including tooth pastes, soaps, 


‘ bath salts, preparations for the hair and skin, perfumes, 


aromatic pastilles, etc. 


This, however, was revised almost immediately by a 
Decree of February 19. A copy of the revised scale of duties 
has now been received and may be seen by persons interested 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. 


BELGIUM 


NEW TAXATION MEASURES ENFORCED 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ of March 22 contains a Law, 
dated March 18, approving the various modifications and 
proposed modifications of import, excise and consumption 
duties in Belgium contained in the measure which formed 
the subject of notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 10 
(page 754), December 31 (page 844), and February 25 (page 
274). The provisions of the Law as finally enforced differ, 
however, from the proposals previously notified in respect to 
the import duties on horses and frozen meat, and for pur- 
poses of convenience a full list of the new import duties will 


be published in next week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.” 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ of March 26 contains a Law, 
dated March 23 and effective as from March 27, which en- 
forces, with certain modifications, the Bill referred to in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 17 (page 401) to introduce measures 
of economy and of additional taxation to balance the Budget. 

Article 9 of the Law provides that, subject to the pro- 
visions of commercial treaties, an addition of 15 per cent. 
is to be made to the amounts of Customs duties, excise 
duties, and special consumption duties, also of the Sales and 
Luxury Taxes. The exceptions provided for are :— 

(a) As regards Customs duties—heavy mineral oils (Tariff 
No. 195 d), sugar (Tariff No. 235), spirits, liqueurs and 
alcoholic preparations (Tariff Nos. 266, 267 and 269 a), and 
tobacco (Tariff Nos. 277-8) ; 

(6) As regards excise duties—tobacco, spirits and fer- 
mented beverages made from fruit juice or must; 

(c) As regards consumption duties—alcohol, spirits and 
other alcoholic liquors. 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


The Law approves the increase which was made on March 7 
in the Customs duties on coffee and coffee extracts (see the 
‘* B.T.J.’’ of March 17, page 397), and also enforces the 
proposed increases of the Customs duties on beer, mead and 
other fermented beverages, and of the excise tax on the 
manufacture of beer. 


The duty imposed on heavy mineral oils of a density over 
0-840 at 15 degs. C. and residues liquid at 50 degs. C. has, 
however, been fixed at 10 instead of 20 frs. per 100 kilogs. 


IMPORT OF LEATHER FOOTWEAR 
RESTRICTED 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’ of March 24 contains a Royal 
Decree and a Ministerial Order, both dated March 20, which 
provide that from March 26 a licence must be obtained from 
the Ministry of Industry, Labour and Social Insurance for 
the import into Belgium of the following kinds of leather 
footwear with soles other than of wood, viz. :— 


(1) Boots and half-boots (bottines, souliers brodequins) 
of specified skins and leather (see below) other than 
common working boots with the soles nailed or pegged 
with wood. 


(2) Open shoes and ankle-length shoes, of specified 
skins and leather (see below), except moulded and 
plaited shoes. 


By shoes ‘‘ of specified skins and leather’’ are meant 
articles of which the upper consists wholly or partly of one 
or other of the following kinds of leather, viz. :—Varnished, 
glacé or bronzed leather of any kind; deer, chamois and 
chamoyed skin; kid and imitation kid; tawed skin; foal; 
calf dyed on the grain or waxed; satined calf and kip; rep- 
tile and fish skins; skins with the hair not removed; box 
calf and imitation box calf. 


ESTONIA 


FURTHER LIST OF GOODS REQUIRING

With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.” of 
February 18 (pages 237-238), regarding the application of 
the German turnover tax to the importation of goods into 
Germany, it should be noted that by a Ministerial Order 
dated March 7 and in force as from March 10, salt water 
fish has been deleted from the list of goods in respect of 
which valuations have been fixed for the purpose of the 
tax.

ITALY 


‘““ NATIONAL MARK ” (EXPORTED TOMATOES) 


An Italian Law of June 23, 1927, provided for the institu- 
tion of a ‘‘ national mark ”’ by the National Institute of 
Exportation for exports of fresh and dried fruits, citrus 
fruits and vegetables. A Ministerial Decree, dated 
February 15, 1932, and published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta 
Ufficiale ’’ of March 2, lays down provisions regarding tke 
application of the ‘‘ national mark ’’ to exported tomatoes. 
The rules cover such matters as types, quality, size, per- 
centages of variation, packing, etc. A copy of the Decree 
may be seen by persons interested on application to the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1.

SPAIN 


STAMP TAX AND LUXURY TAX 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
February 25 (page 274) regarding a Bill to give authority 
to the Minister of Finance to modify the various stamp 
taxes now in force, to remove certain-anomalies and to in- 
erease some of the existing rates, it should be noted that the 
Bill in question has been enacted in an amended form, 
under date of March 17, and was published in the ‘‘ Gaceta 
de Madrid ’’ for March 18. 


The proposal to extend the scope of the ‘‘ container ”’ 
tax (which is at present levied on all branded products sold 
at a price of 1 peseta and upwards) to cover such products 
of a price of 4 peseta or more does not appear in the Law 
and the proposed special tax of up to 5 per cent. on articles 
of luxury is to be limited to 3 per cent. 


Within a period of a month the Ministry of Finance is to 
publish the new scale of Stamp Taxes drawn up in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Law. 


NEW TAXATION MEASURES 


In the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 25 (page 274) particulars 
were given of a Bill which proposed to make various modifi- 
cations in the Transport Tax, the taxes on alcohol and beer, 
the consumption and customs duties on explosives and 
the tobacco monopoly, and to establish a temporary tax on 
petrol (gasolina). 


The Bill has been passed into Law (under date of 
March 17) in substantially the same form as introduced 
except in the case of the taxation of alcohol and beer, the 
revised rates on which are as follows:—The manufacturing 
tax on alcohol and spirits derived from wine residues is 
increased from 80 to 90 (instead of 100) pesetas per hecto- 
litre by volume, and on other alcohols and spirits (except 
those derived from the distillation or rectification of wine) 
from 110 to 140 (instead of 130) pesetas per hectolitre by 
volume. The manufacturing and consumption duty on beer 
is raised from 10 to 15 pesetas per hectolitre of liquid.

SYRIA 


CONTROL OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SPECIALITIES 


The Syrian ‘ Bulletin Officiel ’’ of February 29 contains a 
Decree (No. 14/LR), dated February 18, to control the 
manufacture, import and sale of pharmaceutical specialities, 
which are defined as all products or compositions which con- 
tain or are reputed to contain substances having curative or 
preventive medical properties and which have been pre- 
pared to be sold or delivered to the public under any form, 
whether for external or internal use or by injection. 


The import and sale of foreign specialities are permitted 
if they are considered as specialities allowed and used 
in their country of origin, if they are imported in sealed 
wrappers and sold without the wrappers being opened; and 
if the label shows the name of the preparation, all materials 
entering into its composition and the quantity of each, the 
method of use and of its medical application, with the name 
and address of the person who has prepared it. 


The manufacture and importation of specialities contain- 
ing narcotics are to be governed by existing regulations. A 
written request for a permit for such goods must be made to 
the Service of Health, Hygiene and Public Assistance.

H.M. Ambassador at Paris reports that an article has 


‘been added to the French Budget Bill for 1932 to provide 


that the ‘‘surtaxe d’entrepét’’ and the ‘“ surtaxe 
d’origine ’’ on mineral oils should be increased from 5 to 25 
fr. per hectol. in the case of refined oils and petrol, and from 
5 to 25 fr. per 100 kilogs. in the case of crude petroleum, 
heavy oils and residues.

[Note.—The ‘‘ surtaxe d’entrepot’’ is levied on goods 
of extra-European origin imported into France from a 
country in Europe, and the ‘‘ surtaxe d’origine ’’ on goods 
of European origin sent to France from a country other 
than the country of origin.] 


SALVADOR 
PROPOSED INCREASED DUTIES ON LUXURY 
ARTICLES 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador reports that a 
Resolution of the Ministry of Finance was published in the 
‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of February 24, appointing a Committee 
to draft, for presentation to the Ministry, an emergency 
decree increasing the import duties on luxury articles and 
on those not indispensable for ordinary needs. The draft 
decree may also impose additional duties on imported 
articles which compete with those produced in Salvador.

British Standard Dimensions and Properties of British 
Standard Channels and Beams for Structural Purposes (B.8.S. 
No. 4—1932). 

A new list of British Standard channels and beams has been 
issued by the British Standards Institution (formerly the 
British Engineering Standards Association) as B.S.S. No. 
4—1932. ‘The original lists were first issued in 1903, the 
geometrical properties being published in the section book 
B.S.8. No. 6 in 1904. A revision of the lists was subsequently 
undertaken and a new edition of the section book appeared 
in 1924. Later it was found that many of the original sections 
were still ordered and a further revision of the lists was 
decided upon with a view of incorporating those of the original 
and revised sections most in demand and eliminating those 
which experience had shown to be little used. The present 
publication contains the combined lists as now agreed upon. 

There are now 41 standard channels prepared from 20 rolls, 
the thicker standards being produced by raising the rolls 
within a maximum of one-eighth of an inch. Two new sizes 
have been introduced, namely, the 11 by 34 and 13 by 4 in. 
channels with their attendant thicker sections. 

The standard beams now comprise 40 sections, and include 
an entirely new 24 by 74 by 95 Ib. section which takes the 
place of the 1904 and 1924 sections weighing 100 lb. and 90 lb. 
per ft. respectively. It is interesting to note that the proposal 
for this new section was communicated in advance to the 
Standards Association of Australia and has been adopted as 
the Australian standard for this size of beam. 

Particulars of the profiles and weights per foot are given in 
the new lists, together with the moments of inertia, section 
modulii, and other geometrical properties.

The 
price equivalents worked out on the former gold standard 
basis still hold good for countries (like the Scandinavian) that 
have followed sterling in going off gold. 

In order to meet the situation which arose after Septem- 
ber 21 last the authors have prepared tables of ‘‘ factors ”’ 
which, multiplied by the rate of exchange per £, give the 
equivalent foreign prices (per metre, kilogram, etc.) in any 
currency and at any rate of exchange. This will be found 
invaluable, whether for working out quotations in foreign 
currencies for British goods or for ascertaining the sterling 
equivalents of foreign quotations given per metric units. 

The tables further reply to a variety of enquiries constantly 
arising, such as the equivalent in miles of so many kilometres 
per hour, in acres of an area of 50 hectares, in Centigrade 
degrees of a temperature of 200 deg. Fahrenheit, or how 
many grammes go to an ounce, how many litres to a gallon, 
or how many yards are contained in a kilometre.

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought.

Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing Report relate to returns received on schedules for 
the Silk and Artificial Silk Trades. Detailed returns 
were not required from firms employing ten or fewer 

ersons in 1930, and the particulars which follow, both 
for 1980 and 1924 (except where otherwise stated), re- 
late to firms employing more than ten persons on the 
average. In the 1924 Census, an aggregate of 194 
persons was recorded on returns dealing ' with production 
carried on by not more than ten persons on the average 
inthe year, or about 4 per cent. of the total recorded 
for that year. 

The figures for 1980 cover 230 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 are 
outstanding from establishments that employed, in 
1924, about 800 persons, or 2 per cent. of the total 
number recorded for that year by all firms employing 
more than ten persons. 

As explained in the Preliminary Report on the 
Hosiery Trade,* certain manufacturers of hosiery of 
silk and artificial silk furnished returns for the 1924 
Census on schedules for the Silk and Artificial Silk 
Trades and, for 1930, on those for the Hosiery Trades. 
The valua of the output of these firms in 1924 was about 
£700,000, und the average number of persons employed 
by them about 1,700.

The output of thrown silk was about four times as 
great in 1930 as in 1924, while the output of artificial 
ilk more than doubled. On the other hand, the output 
of spun silk yarn fell by rather more than 25 per cent. 
A considerable proportion of the gross value of the 
output recorded on schedules for the Silk and Artificial 
Silk Trades was contributed by firms whose accounting

year terminated before the end of the calendar year 
(mainly June 30 and September 30, 1930). This cir- 
tumstance has led to an inadequate representation of 
production in the later months of 1930, when the 
volume of production appears to have been somewhat 
lower than in the corresponding period of the year 1929.

These additions for 1924 mainly affected the output 
of piece-goods, and were of special importance in regard 
to piece-goods of, or containjng, artificial silk. The 
total value of goods of the latter class returned on 
schedules for the Silk and Artificial Silk Trades was 
£1,976,000, and on schedules for other trades 
£1,329,000. 

For 1930, allowance for output on other schedules

Prices.—Comparison between the average selling 


values of silk and artificial silk manufactures is compli- 
cated by the inclusion in the 1930 values of Customs 
duties on imported natural and artificial silk and Excise 
duties on home-made artificial silk, imposed by the 
Finance Act, 1925. The average values yielded by the 
Census returns for Thrown Silk were 31-2s. per lb. in 
1924 and 21-2s. per lb. in 1930, and for Spun Silk yarn 
17-1s. per lb. in 1924 and 14°8s. per lb. in 1930. These 
values indicate a decline in prices of about 32 per cent. 
for Thrown Silk and of 13 per cent. for Spun Silk Yarn. 
The 1930 figures include Customs duties of 3s.—4s. 4d. 
per lb. on raw silk, and of 1s.—3s. per lb. on imported

cocoons and waste, and if the duty were excluded the 
fall shown in prices would be greater. 

The average values shown for Artificial Silk (singles 
yarn and straw) were 6-6s. per lb. in 1924 and 4:4s. per 
lb. in 1930. Allowing for Excise duty at the rate of 1s 
per lb. these figures indicate a decline in 1930 of about 
48 per cent., apart from any change in the average 
quality of the output. 

As regards Piece-Goods, the values shown in respeet 
of goods wholly of artificial silk were 3-48. per square 
yard in 1930 and 3-0s. per square yard in 1924, a de. 
cline of about 12 per cent. without making allowanee 
for Excise duty. Owing to the uncertainty as to the 
allowances to be made for Customs duties in the cage 
of piece-goods of natural silk and the varying content 
of silk and of artificial silk in piece-goods of mixed 
materials, no reliable comparison can be made in the 
ease of these classes of goods.

The increase in steam turbines and the decrease in 
other steam engines is the outstanding feature of the 
table of prime movers, the electric generators reflecting 
this change in type of engine power. The increased 
proportion of idle plant in spite of the increased capacity 
of the plant ordinarily in use is also noteworthy. Elec- 
tric motors increased largely, those driven by purchased 
energy showing a capacity almost four times as great 
in 1930 as in 1924.

In the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
firms owning 87-6 per cent. of the total capacity of the 
generators in use in the trade and 80°7 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased elec- 
tricity, stated voluntarily that 40-0 million kilowatt- 
hours were generated and 26:7 million kilowatt-hours 
were purchased by them in that year. The electricity 
generated would appear to have increased in a smaller 
proportion than the capacity of the dynamos ordinarily 
in use, unless the firms that failed to furnish particulars 
had an exceptionally large output per unit of capacity, 
while the purchased electricity, subject to a similar re- 
servation, expanded in a proportion roughly similar to 
that of the motors driven by the energy purchased.

LACE TRADE 


Introductory 

The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing Report relate to returns received on schedules for 
the Lace Trade. Detailed returns were not required 
from firms employing ten or fewer persons in 1930, and 
the particulars which follow, both for 1930 and 1924 
(except where otherwise stated) relate to firms employ- 
ing more than ten persons on the average. In the 1924 
Census, an aggregate of 1,683 persons was recorded on 
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LACE TRADE—Continued 


returns dealing with production carried on by not more 
than ten persons on the average in the year, or about 
9 per cent. of all persons recorded as employed in that 
year. 

The figures for 1930 cover 306 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 
are outstanding from establishments that employed, in 
1924, about 1,300 persons, or about 74 per cent., of the 
total number recorded for that year by all firms em. 
ploying more than ten persons. Of these 1,300 persons, 
about 560 were employed by firms engaged in the 
bleaching, dyeing and finishing of lace, net and curtains, 


Production 


Output of Manufacturers.—The table below sum. 
marises the particulars of output returned on schedules 
for the Lace Trade in respect of lace and embroidery 
manufactured in 1930 and 1924. The value shown for 
1930 for each class of lace represents goods ‘‘ in the 
brown,’’ i.e., before being bleached, dyed, dressed or 
otherwise finished. These finishing processes are gener- 
ally carried out by firms other than the manufacturers 
of the brown lace (see section dealing with lace ware- 
houses below), but some of the latter maintain ware- 
houses and carry out the finishing processes themselves, 
In 1930, manufacturers with finishing departments 
were instructed to value their output of lace as “ in 
the brown ”’ and to state the value of the finishing work 
separately, but in 1924 lace made and finished by the 
same firm was valued as at the finished stage. As the 
total value of the finishing processes carried out by 
manufacturers in 1930 amounted to only £104,000, 
comparison between the aggregates for the two years 
is not seriously affected by this modification in the 
method of recording the output :—

Including the returns made by small firms, the total 
value of the output in 1924 of the products specified 
above was £5,469,000. Small firms, whose output was 
excluded from the returns in 1930, thus contributed 
only about 5 per cent. of the aggregate output of those 
products in 1924. 

The only item of output for which reasonably com: 
prehensive particulars of quantity were recorded fot 
1930 was cotton net, the quantity returned in respect of 
an output valued at £490,000 (nearly 93 per cent. of the 
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LACE TRADE—Continued 


total) being 24,592,000 square yards; in 1924, firms with 
an output of cotton net valued at £567,000 stated the 
quantity as 27,638,000 square yards. The average value 
of cotton net per thousand square yards covered by 
these returns was, therefore, £20°5 in 1924 and £19°9 
in 1930. 

In lace of artificial silk and mixtures containing arti- 
ficial silk the figures for 1930 show a large increase over 
the relatively small production recorded in 1924. The 
particulars relating to cotton net and to cotton lace 
goods other than curtains and piece-goods made on 
curtain machines appear to indicate a serious decline in 
output, but a reasonably accurate comparison cannot 
be made in respect of these goods until the outstanding 
returns can be taken into account. 


Lace Warehouses. —These firms purchase brown lace 
or lace goods for re-sale after the goods have been 
bleached, dyed or otherwise finished. In the 1924 
Census the value of the output of lace warehouses was 
stated in one sum, representing the value of all finished 
lace goods prepared in the year for sale, but for 1930 
separate particulars were obtained in the detail shown 
below :—

The total value of the output of lace warehouses em- 
ploying more than ten persons was returned at the 
Census of 1924 as £2,506,000, and an additional output 
of £927,000 was recorded by small firms. 


As the value of the brown lace purchased from manu- 
facturers is included in the output of lace warehouses, 
the products shown in the first table are largely 
duplicated in the values given above. The value added 
to lace goods by the various finishing processes carried 
out by lace warehouses was estimated for 1924 as 
about £1,000,000 (including small firms), and appears 
to have amounted in 1930 to about £550,000 (exclud- 
ing small firms). 

Exports and Retained Imports.—The following table 
shows the exports and net imports in 1930 and 1924 of 
lace of all kinds. No direct comparison with production 
can be made, since the value of the various kinds of 
lace returned to the Census in each year represents the 
value of lace ‘‘ in the brown,’’ whereas the values 
shown for exports and imports are believed to repre- 
sent, for the most part, lace in the finished state.

The decrease in electric generators in use shown by 
these tables was small, but the capacity of the prime 
movers not required for driving those generators was 
less in 1930 than in 1924 by about one-third; this de- 
crease in horse-power applied mechanically was about 
double the expansion in the capacity of motors driven 
by purchased electricity.

In the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used: was not required compulsorily, but 
firms owning 5-6 per cent. of the total capacity of the 
generators in use in the trade and 43-4 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased elec- 
tricity, stated voluntarily that 100,000 kilowatt-hours 
were generated and 1,300,000 kilowatt-hours were pur- 
chased by them in that year. No safe conclusion as to 
the aggregate energy generated and purchased in 1924 
can be based on these figures.

Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing Report relate to returns received on schedules for 
the Butter, Cheese, Condensed Milk and Margarine 
Trades. Detailed returns were not required from firms 
employing ten or fewer persons in 1930, and the particu- 
lars which follow, both for 1930 and 1924 (except where 
otherwise stated) relate to firms employing more than 
ten persons on the average. In the 1924 Census, an 
aggregate of 666 persons was recorded on returns deal- 
ing with production carried on by not more than ten 
persons on the average in the year. 

The figures for 1930 cover 125 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 are 
outstanding from establishments that employed, in 
1924, about 350 persons, or 3 per cent., of the total 
number recorded for that year by all firms employing 
more than ten persons. 

This Report relates only to milk products and other 
goods made at factories and creameries. Production at 
farms is not covered.

Output of Milk Distributors.—Both for 1930 and 
1924 a considerable number of returns were furnished 
by firms whose main business consisted in the distribu- 
tion of whole milk but included the manufacture of 
dairy products in small quantities, mainly from milk not 
needed for the day-to-day requirements of their distri- 
buting businesses. Particulars of the products manu- 
factured by these firms are given below. These par- 
ticulars are not included in the previous table relating 
to production nor in other summary tables contained in

It will be observed that the output of small firms in 
1924 was of small importance in relation to that of the 
larger establishments except as regards cheese, of which 
over 50 per cent. of the total recorded quantity was re- 
turned by firms employing ten persons or less, and 
cream, of which small firms returned about 13 per cent. 
of the aggregate recorded by all firms. 


Comparison of Production in 1930 and 1924.—As the 
proportion of the total output of butter, cheese, cream, 
ete., for which the small establishments were respon- 
sible, cannot be estimated with any precision, only very 
rough comparisons between the totals of these products 
made in creameries and factories in 1930 and 1924 are 
possible. There would appear to be no doubt that the 
quantity of butter made was increased by something of 
the order of 100 per cent., and that the quantity of 
cheese made in these establishments in 1930 may have 
exceeded that made in 1924 in the proportion of 3 to 1. 

The increase of 10 per cent. shown by the figures re- 
lating to the quantity of margarine made is believed to 
represent a substantially complete statement of the 
production of that commodity.

For prime movers and electric generators the plant 
ordinarily in use showed an increase, while that re- 
corded as idle or in reserve showed some decrease. The 
capacity of electric motors driven by purchased energy 
showed an important increase, both in respect of motors 
ordinarily in use and of those standing idle.

In the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
firms owning 72-5 per cent. of the total capacity of the 
generators in use in the trade and 72-5 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased 
electricity, stated voluntarily that 12-2 million kilowatt- 
hours were generated and 3°3 million kilowatt-hours 
were purchased by them in that year. The former 
figure amounts to 72°5 per cent. of the total generated 
in 1930, and the latter is somewhat less than one-half 
of the amount represented by 72:5 per cent. of the 
quantity purchased in 1930. If the 1924 returns were 
a representative sample, it would follow that the gene- 
rators were operated with approximately equal con- 
tinuity in both years and the motors driven by pur- 
chased energy were operated less continuously in 1930 
than in 1924.

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THE TOBACCO TRADE 


Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924, given in the follow- 
ing report, relate to returns received on schedules for 
the Tobacco Trade from establishments situated in 
Great Britain. Detailed returns were not required from 
firms employing ten or fewer persons in 1930, and the 
particulars which follow relate to firms employing more 
than ten persons on the average. In the 1924 Census 
an average of 371 persons was recorded on returns deal- 
ing with production carried on by not more than ten 
persons on the average in the year. 


The figures for 1930 cover 134 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 
are outstanding from establishments that employed, in 
1924, about 900 persons, or about 24 per cent. of the 
total number recorded for that year by all firms in Great 
Britain employing more than ten persons. 


Production 


The following table shows the values and quantities 
of the chief classes of manufactured tobacco produced 
in Great Britain in 1930 and 1924. The value of 
tobacco made for home consumption is inclusive of 
duty, while that of tobacco made for export is exclusive 
of duty. ‘The value of offals sold is exclusive of duty 
in both years. | 











THE TOBACCO TRADE—Continued 


In comparing the average values given for the two 
years, it should be borne in mind that the main rate 
of Customs duty on unmanufactured tobacco was 
8s. 10d. in 1930 and 8s. 2d. in 1924, although the duty 
on Empire-grown tobacco was the same in both years. 
The average landed value of unstripped unmanufac- 
tured tobacco declined by 6d. per lb., being about 
20:5d. in 1924 and 14°5d. in 1930. Further, the pro- 
portion of the unmanufactured tobacco that was 
charged with duty at the preferential rates applic- 
able to tobacco grown within the British Empire was 
about 8 per cent. of the total in 1924, but had increased 
to nearly 15 per cent. in 1930. As the average declared 
value of tobacco consigned from British countries was 
substantially lower than that of tobacco consigned 
from foreign countries, a part of the decline in the 
average landed value may be due to the change in the 
sources of supply. Owing to the larger proportion of 
the output of cigarettes which was exported in 1930, 
and therefore valued exclusive of Customs duty, the pre- 
ceding table probably overstates the fall that has taken 
place in the prices of cigarettes in the home market. 


Production, Exports and Retained Imports.—The 
production in Northern Ireland in 1924 cannot be stated 
owing to the risk of disclosing information relating to 
the business of individual firms. As particulars relat- 
ing to production are thus available for Great Britain 
only, whereas the figures of exports and imports cover 
Northern Ireland in addition, it is not possible to make a 
true comparison between the figures of production and 
those of overseas trade. Particulars of exports and re- 
tained imports of manufactured tobacco in 1930 and 
1924 are given below :—

Taking the products of the Tobacco Trade as a whole, 
the output in 1930 was greater by about 27 per cent. 
than in 1924, the decline recorded for cigars, caven- 
dish and ‘‘ other manufactured tobacco ’’ (mainly pipe 
tobacco) being overshadowed by an increase of 52 per 
cent. in the production of cigarettes. 


Excluding the stalks, etc., the manufactured tobacco 
available for consumption or export was 188,770,000 lb. 
in 1980 and 149,500,000 lb. in 1924. Of these totals, 
over 74 per cent. consisted of cigarettes in 1930 and less 
than 62 per cent. in 1924. 


In addition to the output shown in the table, firms 
that made returns on schedules for the Tobacco Trade, 
recorded in respect of other goods made and work done, 
the sum of £14,000 for 1930 and £1,000 for 1924.

Subject to such uncertainty as arises from the ab- 
sence of information regarding the proportion of exports 
that may have been of Northern Irish manufacture, and 
to the addition that may be made to the totals when 
outstanding returns are available, it appears from the 
particulars given in the preceding tables that the aver- 
age amount of manufactured tobacco available per head 
of the population of Great Britain increased from 3 lb. 
in 1924 to 34 lb. in 1930, and that about 58 per cent. of 
the former amount and 70 per cent. of the latter con- 
sisted of cigarettes. 


Cost of Materials and Net Output

The capacity of the prime movers ordinarily in use 
decreased, while the aggregate capacity reported in- 
creased. The dynamos ordinarily in use required the 
power of somewhat less than one-half the prime movers 
in use in 1924, but about four-fifths in 1930. While 
both classes of electric motors increased, the larger part 
of the increased capacity was driven by purchased 
electricity.

In the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
firms owning 98-7 per cent. of the total capacity of the 
generators in use in the trade and 95-2 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased elece- 
tricity, stated voluntarily that 1-4 million kilowatt- 
hours were generated and 84 million kilowatt-hours 
were purchased by them in that year. It may be 
roughly estimated that the electricity generated was 
about 40 per cent. greater in quantity in 1930 than in 
1924, implying a larger output per unit of capacity of 
the dynamos, and that the purchased electricity in- 
creased in about the same proportion as the capacity of 
the motors driven by purchased current.
